In a decision made in 1874 (Miner vs. 
Happersett, 21 Wallace 175,) the Supreme 
Court of the United States says: 
ticular government is designated by the 
clause as republican. Neither is the exact 
form to be guaranteed in any manner espe- 
cially designated. All the States had gov. 
ernments 
adopted. In all the people participated to 
some extent,

stitution did not change. They were ac- 
cepted precisely as they were, and it is 
therefore to be presumed tha} they were 
such as it was the duty of the States to pro- 
vide. Thus we have unmistakable evidence 
of what was republican in form, within the 
meaning of that term as employed in the 
Constitution.

But in every other respect Chris- 
tianity ts advancing to more perfect har- 
mony. .A Chinese philosopher, a century 
ago, when asked by a missionary why he re- 
fused to embrace Christianity, answered: 
“Well, the Catholics tell me I am surely lost 
if T become a Protestant, and the Protestants |. 
inform me I shall cértainly be damned if I 
become a Catholic. I believe the Christians 
to be right and so remain a heathen.” 

We have traveled a long way in the last 
hundred years. We no longer foster such a 
spirit of intolerance. Today aji Christians 
are working together to spread the gospel of 
love; every missionary abroad is willing to 
aid his brethren in the good work, independ- 
ent of creed and dogma. But at home we 
are still unalterably bent on saving our own 
souls only after our own preconceived no- 
tions of salvation. Many set more store on 
the outward and visible sign than on the tn- 
ward and spiritual grace. We believe that 
the Eternal may only be properly approached 
through a swinging censor or a surpliced: 
choir or an.adult immersion or a black gown 
or a gospel hymn. 

The poet Praed expressed a modern 
thought in his belief— 

“That when the worst has been set down

We all may be forgiven;

And rather more to heaven.” 


Most men today concede the truth of this 
quafMrain, but we prefer, all the same, our 
particular traditional rut to a broad and com- 
mon highway. And when you consider how 
deep are the ruts of tradition you can hardly 
wonder that men find it a difficult task to 
“hitch their wagon to a star.” 

Yet in some ways the individualizing of be- 
Hefs is a hopeful sign for the ultimate tri- 
umph of what is best in religion and human- 
ity, for these two must advance together. It 
Shows that people are thinking for them- 
selves, so that when at last—if ever—one 
central church dominates all Christian peo- 
ple, it will be compounded from the best 
thovght of the majority of the race. The 
Mahometans are h 
unbroken front because they accept blindly 
and are afraid or unable to exercise indi- 
vidual judgment. The many hillocks of 
Christianity, surrounded by green pastures 
and eparkling rivulets, are more beautiful 
than the big Mahometan mountain, confined 
by barven deserts and sterile wilderness. 

Already there are signs that, despite the 
multiplication of creeds and sects, Christian- 
ity is beginning to crystallize its central ideas, 
and to pay more attention to the substance 
than to the shape of the jewel. Ministers 
now freely exchange pulpits, as well as opin- 
fons, in a manner that would have shocked 
our forefathers. If the followers of Christ 
are, In their thought, less c~~1pact than the 
children of the Prophet, they are more chari- 
table in expressing it. Christianity encour- 
ages free will. And any thought that clothes 
an eternal truth must be absolutely free and 
unshackled. 

If the federation of Christian churches is 
necessary for the salvation of the world, it 
will come about by the unerring law of evo- 
lution, by the elevation to a higher plane of 
each individual thought; and not by any 
process of “creed smashing.” Too many 
men here spend their youth in destroying the 
faiths of their childhood, and then t in 
old age their inability to bulld them up again.

The audience did 
not appear to understand it at all, and 
it was equally evident the following 
morning the most of the newspaper 
writers did not. But by the close of | 
the first week the demand for seats 
was such that it became certain that 
the operetta was in for a run. 
Within a month “Pinafore” was 
running at five theaters in New York. 


None of the other productions, how- 
ever, seemed to have any serious effect 
on the original, which continued to 
crowded houses until hot weather if 
July put an end to its career. But a’! 
fine revival of it was put forward the 
following autumn and had a prosper- 
ae run till the next attraction was 
ready. 


Another interesting outgome of the 
immense popularity of the work was 
the assembling of special kinds of 
companies for its performance. An 
enterprising manager organized the 
“Church Choir Pinafore company.” 
composed of prominent church solo- 
ists; who could sing, but who assur- 
edly could not act. 

Then came the “Children’s Pina- 
fore company,” relying upon the un- 
failing public curiosity to see chil- 
dren do poorly something which 
adults can do much better. 

But it was in Boston that the cl!- 


max of specialization was reached. 
There was formed the “Boston Ideal 
Pinafore company,” which had as its | 
principal members such famous art-. 
ists as Henry Clay Barnabee, Tom 
Karl, Mathilde Phillips, and to make 
the story short, the original mem- 
bers of what was a little later called 
the “Boston Ideal Opera company,” 
and finally “The Bostonians.” 

The fame of all these doings pene- 
trated even England in the course of 
time, and D'Oyly Carte looked into. 
the conditions. On April 3, 1880, he 
produced at the Opera Comique. Lon- | 
don, “The Pirates of Penzance” and) 
he arranged for Ms production the 
following fall at the Fifth Avenue | 
Theater in this city. 
It was then that “Pinafore” was) 
given under the supervision of Gilbert 
and Sullivan, bot:: of whom visited 
this country for the first time. The 
old operetta was produced to hold 
the Fifth-avenue stage while the 
“Pirates” was in rehearsal. Sulli- 
van conducted the orchestra, and Gil- 
bert, in the make-up of a sailor, went 
on as a member of the chorus and 
led the action on the stage. The or- 
iginal orchestration of the operetta 
was heard fur the first time, and so 
too were the correct tempi, which 
proved to be quite different in many 
cases from those used here. Espe- 
clally was this noticeable in “Give 
three cheers and one cheer mure for 
the well-bred captain of the Pina- 
fore.” This had always been sung 
very rapidly here and with a light 
orchestration. Sullivan's orchestration 
included a plenty of brass and the 
tempo was moderate, with heavily 
marked emphasis on “Give three 
cheers and one cheer more for the | 
well-bred captain of the Pinafore." 
At each stress Gilbert and his sailors 
waved their caps in their right hands. 

Iiow far Mr. Gilbert was infiu- 
enced in fashioning the libretto of 
“Pinafore” by the ludicrous tragedy 
of “li Trovatore” he has never told 
us; but there is no question of the 
fitness of “Pinafore” as a travesty of 
the grandiloquent old opera of Ver- 
di. Here we have the-mixed up chil- 
dren and the foster mother, but in 
this instance, of course, the denoue- | 
ment is humorous ingtead of heart- 
rending.

Perhaps this 
incident illustrates better than any- | 
thing else the feeling of mutual con- | 
sideration and of esprit de curps that 
prevailed between the employees of 
The Times and the Walters.

CRATER LAKE. 

The Crater Lake National Park in 
Oregon hus within its borders a lake 
that is unique among the natural won- 
ders—of the world. This lake, into 
which no streams flow and which has 
no visible outlet, lies in what ts left of 
the caldera of a great mountain that 
rose to an elevation of over 14,000 feet 
above the sea. He who cares nothing 
for the wonderful history of this lake 
may well be enchanted by its remark- 


able and striking beauty. Around the 
lake are twenty miles of unbroken 
cliffs ranging from 5600 tu 2000 fect 
in height, whose brilliant colors are) 
reflected in the clear placid waters of 
the lake. Near the western edge of | 
the lake is Wizard Island in the top of 
which is an extinct crater 100 feet 
deep and 500 feet in diameter, and 
near the southern shore is a jagged 
rock which from a distance resembles | 
a ship, but which apparently disap- 
pears when the shadow of a cloud 
strikes it. This lake is not the only 
attraction of the national park in 
which it is situated. The surrounding 
peaks afford opportunity for climbing 
and the extended views from their 
summits offer an adequatc recompense 
for the effort necessary to reach them. 
PREHISTORIC. 

In southwestern Colorado and north- 
western New Mexico at one time dwelt 
one of the most remarkable races of 
the new world. High up in the cliffs 
which border the canyons that have 
been cut in the Mesa Verde ure over 
400 prehistoric ruins. Three of the 
most important ruins—Cliff Pulace, 
Spruce Tree House, and Balcony 
House—have been excavated and re- 
paired and give the visitor an idea of 


how these prehistoric people lived. 
This park is twenty-five miles from | 
the nearest railroad station and can 
a reached only on horseback or on 
oot. 

The Casa Grande ruin near Flor- 
ence, Ariz., Is an Indian ruin of un- 
determined antiquity, which was dis- 
covered itn 1694 by Padre Kino, a 
Jesuit missionary. This great house is 
said to be the most important ruin of 
its type in the Southwest and for this 
reason it has strong claims to arche- 


servation. The main building was or- 
iginally five or six stories high and 
covered_a space fifty-nine by forty- 
three feet. Some of the rooms have 
been excavated or restored and over 
100 rooms on the ground flour are 
open to the public.

THE PRESENT DANGER. 


(EDITORIAL) 


HE TIMES is not an alarmist, but in sober earnestness it urges the bust- 

ness men, the home owners and the honest and law-abiding people of Los 

Angeles not to dwell in a fool's paradise of fancied security, but to keep 
their eyes open and vigilantly guard against the possibilities of disaster which. 
the revengeful labor-union leaders of San Francisco may seek to visit upon 
Los Angeles, which has defied their protracted efforts to reduce it to a con- 
dition of industrial slavery, such as prevails in the Bay’ City, and because of 
which the owners of woolen and cotton factories thare have torn out their 
plants, while foundries and furnaces have been closed and building opera- 
tions have practically been discontinued, and the streets filled with idle 
workmen. 

Here the labor-union leaders have failed in their plans to establish closed- 
shop tyranny. The fron and steel works are running full blast. Of the 500 
house carpenters in Los Angeles who demanded $4 per day, and who, at the 
command of the San Francisco labor leaders, quit work because they could 
get but $3.50 per day, only 100 remain on strike; 400 have either retugned 
to work or left the city. The places of those who left the city and of the 
100 who are still out were promptly filled by non-union men. Union’and non- 
union carpenters are now at work alongside each other, and Tveitmoe, Gal- 
lagher and McCarthy are not now taking joy rides in autos or drinking cham- 
pagne at the expense of Angeleno workers. 

All manufacturing eStablishments in Los Angeles are running full time 
with full complements of workers—union and non-union, and industrial free- 
dom holds undisputed sway here. 

There is no danger of disaster to our city from any open effort of the labor 
unions to establish industrial despotism here. There is danger from the fire 


to his confereres that labor has rela- 
tively equal rights with capital. That 
is true—labor has relatively equal 
rights as to cOmpensation for work 
done, but not equal rights in seeking 
to dictate to employers whom they 
shall hire or whom they shall not 
hire. Equality in that direction 
would mean also that individual ta- 
bor must work, whether it desires to 
or not, for any designated employer— 
that is Brown must work for Smith 
or Jones must work for Robinson, as 
the case may be. 


Losses by the just, settled foal 
strike in South Wales, Great Brit- 
ain, exceed $11,000,000, The strike 


was not settied till the Miners Fed- 
eration of Great Britain was forced 
to threaten to withdraw its strike 
ald of $15,000 a week, if the strikers’ 
futilely held out longer. Judging by 
reports appearing in various English 
newspapers practically nothing has 
been gained by the strikera, but. on 
the contrary, there has been a fear- 
ful oss of wages, comfort and sav- 
ings. 

This is a bad time for workers in 
Brooklyn and New York to strike, 
as more than 1000 employees in the 
Brooklyn navy yard are being laid 
off this week owing to lack of work. 
The three dry docks are now empty 
and no work in sight for some time. 

This strike business is getting to 
be a feverish mania.

Investigators. 


Government May Seek to Re- 
strain Oil Removal. 


Position of Southern Pacific

Probable early action by the govern- 
Ment to oust claimants to withdrawn 
oll lands and to restrain the Southern

ernment... These reports, the sub- 
stance of which have been given in 
this correspondence, still lack offi- 
elail confirmation, but they are given 
general credence by oil men. 

_ The fact is generally known that all 
the preliminary gathering of data 
necessary to these steps has been done 
by a force of agents who have been 
searching records and interviewing 
operators and others in the different 
fields of the valley for months past. 
So long ago as last winter one of the 
government agents stated that enough 
information concerning claims on 
Withdrawn land had been secured to 
make volumes of typewritten pages 
when it was transcribed and tabulat- 
ed, and at that time only a portion of 
the valley fields had been covered. By 


this time it is certain that the gov- 


ermment is in possession of a com- 
‘plete history of all the disputed claims 
in the whole west side oil belt. 
Semi-official explanation of the extent 
and detail with which this inquiry has 
been conducted is that the validity 
of each claim is to be determined on 
fits own intrinsic merits, or, in other 
words, a certain standard of validity 
will be established, either by order of 
the Interior Department or by court 
Gecision, and each claim will be 
Measured according to that standard 
in the ight of the data which the gov- 
agents have gathered  re- 
garding it. It has been the policy of 
the government, apparently, to gather 
all the-facts regarding the several 
flaims before establishing the rule or 
standard by which they are to be 
measured. 

The enormous amount of work in- 
volved in the investigations of these 
special agents may be imagined when 
it is remembered that most of the 
land involved had been located many 
times over, and in a very great pro- 
portion of cases there were two or 
more sets of locators, each pretending 
© a valid claim upon the land. The 

ory of the different locations, 
Proofs of labor, etc., was taken from 
the records in the County Recorder's 
office and elsewhere.

companies. 

An important side light on all these 

tions is furnished by the state- 

ment of President Taft to oil men 
Who visited Washington last winter 
in the interest of the Smith remedial 
oil jand bill, that the government ts 
much more concerned in the recovery 
of oll lands which have wrongfully 
passed into the hands of the railroads 
and other large corporations than in 
pursuing small companies or  pros- 
pectors who have taken up lands in 
good faith for the purpose of discov- 
ering and producing oil thereon. 
These statements, which, it is stated, 
were several times repeated, iend 
color to the belief that a general 
movement against the railroad titles 
fe quite as probable as the ouster 
sults against the smaller claimants 
Which nearly everyone seems to be- 
lieve will be instituted. 

What the attorneys of the Standard 
Oil Company believe will be the lines 
on which the validity of claims on 


withdrawn land is indicated by the 


orders which that corporation has is- 


~gued respecting the purchase of oll. 


Drawing the obvious deductions from 
these orders, already reported, it is evi- 
Gent that the Standard believes that 
@ producing well will entitle locators 
to patent a full claim of 160 acres 
where operations were actually be- 
gun prior to the first withdrawal in 
September, 1909; that where actual 
tions were begun on withdrawn

prior to the order that followed the 
passage of the Pickett bill, a produc- 
ing well will entitle the locators to 
patent twenty acres only; that claims 
on which drilling was not commenced 
until after the second withdrawal or- 
der are, valueless, and that no subse- 
quent operations can secure any rights 
to the claimants. 

Orders issued to the Standard’s pur- 
chasing department are that no oll 
is to be bought which is produced 
from land that does not come within 
the above specifications of validity. 
That the order is based on the ad- 
vice of the best attorneys in the 
Standard’s employ is accepted as a 
matter of course, and proportionate 
faith is placed in the order as a fore- 
cast of the final outcome of any 
ouster suits which the government 
may begin. How many claims fall 
outside the limits thus prescribed can 
be determined only by the gathering 
of data similar to that which the 
government agents have compiled, 
but it is well known that they aggre- 
gate many thousands of acres. 

THE FINAL DISPOSAL. 

Another question of very general 
interest is what will be the final dis- 
position of whatever lands the gov- 
ernment may recover from the rall- 
roads or from locators now in posses- 
gion. This question not even the 
President or the officials of the In- 
terior Department can answer, for i!t 
depends on the action of Congress, 
and Congress is not likely to take any 
action earlier than late next winter. 
Probably it will not take action then, 
for the Republican party was divided 
in the last session of Congress on the 
question of conservation and the dis- 
posal of public lands, and the policy 
of the Democrats is an even more 
uncertain quantity. 

That all withdrawn oil lands and 
all oil lands that may be returned to 
the possession of the government will 
remain in statu quo for a number of 
years is the generally ex 
opinion of oll men. It is evident, 
moreover, that the interest of pro- 
ducing oil companies—in view of the 
present surplus production of oil-—— 
would be conserved by withholding 
from development the great areas of 
government and railroad land which 
are known to be oll bearing. This fact 
will range all the powerful factors in 
the oil industry on the side of delay 
in the settlement of the oil-land 
policy. 

How active these factors are likely 
to be may be judged by the fact that 
at the present time a strong effort 
is being made to effect an agreement 
between the Union Oil Company, the 
Associated Agency, the Doheny com- 
panies, the Santa Fe, the Southern 
Pacific and the Standard to curtail 
production generally until the pres- 
ent accumulation of oil stocks begins 
to decrease. Good authority has it 
that all these concerns, with the pos- 
sible exception of the Standard, ap- 
pear to be favorable to the plan. The 
Standard has been exceedingly shy 
of anything that bears a resemblance 
to a combination in restraint of trade 
since the Department of Justice be- 
gan the recently ended suit against 
it, and it is not to be supposed that 
the ending of the suit has left it in a 
more favorable frame of mind toward 
agreements of this character. 

It is by no means certain, more- 
over, that the Standard would con- 
sider a curtailment of production a 
movement in its best interests. The 
Standard, despite its known and re- 
ported: purchase of oll lands and its 
activities of late years as a producer 
of oil on this Coast, is essentially a 
buyer and not a seller of oil, and all 
evidence, as well as all theories, in- 
dicate that low prices for crude oil 
are the condition most to its liking. 

The railroads, of course, are buy- 
ers also, but statements of high of- 
ficials of both the Santa Fe and the 
Southern Pacific are accepted as evi- 
dence that at prices now prevailing 
the railroads would rather buy than 
produce their fuel. In a general way 
it is assumed that the railroads and 
the Standard would be benefited by 
the further exploitation of undevel- 
oped public oil lands, but neither the 
Standard nor the railroads are likely 
to lead an open campaign to swing 
the government's policy in that di- 
rection. 


OIL ON NAVAL VESSELS. 
UNOFFICIAL INFORMATION. 


L. E. Aubury, State Mineralogist, 
now in Los Angeles, has received from 
Washington unofficial information to 
the effect that the navy department 
has decided to use oll for fuel instead 
of coal on all naval vessels in Pacific 
waters. 

It is understood that the navy de- 
partment will shortly appoint a board 
of naval officerg to inspect various lo- 
calities on the Pacific Coast for the 
purpose of determining sites for fuel 
oll depots. At the present time there 
are none on this colkst, although a 
number have been established on the 
Atlantic Coast. It is probable that 
one of the oil supply depots will be 
established either at San Pedro or 
San Diego, also one at Pearl Harbor, 
Haweall, as well as San Francisco. Aft- 
er these@depots have been established 
it will mean the purchase by the gov- 
ernment of millions of barrels of oil, 
and as all the new battleships are be-. 
ing equipped with oll burners, a large 
amount of the supply necessary to 
furnish the navy will come m 
California. 


MAKING GOOD PROGRESS. 
GUARANTY PIPE LINE. 
Thomas O. Turner, supermtendent 
of the Guaranty Pipe Line Cumpany, 
accompanied by Chief Engineer A. T. 
Parsons and surveying crew, reported 
by telephone yesterday from Ventura. 
They have spent the past week sur- 
veying. confirming routes and setting 
stakes from the Midway to the coast. 
‘All of this route is easily accessible, 
and no special difficulties will be en- 
countered except over about. i:fteen 
miles of the route, which is rough 
and brushy, and will require some 
road building, but not especially «uif- 
ficult.

STANDARD ENTERS 


Will Export Petroleum from 
Southern Republic. 


Huasteco and Texas Com- 
panies’ Big Contracts. 
T'en Million Barrels Coming 
In Twelve Months. 


(Special Cerrespondence of The Times.) 


than 10,000,000 barrels of crude oil 
will be shipped from Mexico to the 
| United States during the next twelve 
months. This startling announce- 
ment has just been made here by 
representatives of the Huasteca Pe- 
troleum Company and the Texas 
Company. It means that the oil in- 
terests of the United States are to 
have strong competitors on the part 
of the oil producers of this country. 
Already contracts have been entered 
into calling for the delivery in the 
United States of more than 8,000,000 
barrels of Mexican oil during the 
next twelve months. The Southern 
Pacific Company has purchased from 
the Huasteca Petroleum Company 
6,000,000 barrels of crude oll, which 
is to be delivered to its line in Tex- 
as for use as fuel in its locomotives. 
The delivery is to be made at the 
rate of 8000 barrels per day. 

One of the most significant features 
of the oil situation in the Tampico 
region, however, is the entry of the 
Standard Oil Company as an «xpdrt- 
er of of] from this port. One uf that 
company's tank steamers, the Captain 
Lucas, recently cleared from here for 
Sabine Pass, Tex., with 32,000 barrels 
of oll. This oj] will be refined by 
the Magnolia Refining Company at 
Beaumont. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany will continue to export Mexican 
oil to Texas at the rate of about 200,- 
000 barrels per month, it is stated. 

Another important factor in the 
exportation of ofl from the Tampico 
region to Texas is the Texas Com- 
pany, which is controlled by John W. 
Gates. This company recently added 
$13,000,000 to its capital stock, and 
it is said that much of this money 
will be used for establishing itself in 
Mexico as a large producer and re- 
finer of oil. This company has al- 
ready the exploitation of a 
large tract of land near Panuco for 
oll and is laying an eight-inch pipe 
line from the prospective field to 
Tampico. It bought a tract of 800 
acres of land fronting on the harbor 
here, and upon which it will erect a 
refinery and many large steel storage 
tanks. The company will export 
large quantities of oll tn addition to 
the supply that it will use in its pro- 
posed Mexico trade. 

The remarkable record of produc- 
tion which a few of the oil fields of 
this country is now making is at- 
tracting large American oll interests 
and heavy investments in lands have 
been recently made by these con- 
cerns. The two principal fields are 
Potrero del Liano and Juan Casiano. 
Although but com tively few weils 
have as yet been bored in these 
fields they already have a dally pro- 
duction of more than 100,000 bar- 
rels. It its stated that the pres- 
ent output can be increased several 
times when the demand for the oil 
justifies such action. 

The Texas Company is reported to 
be making a survey for an oll pipe 
line that it will construct from its 
Tampico terminals to Brownsville, 
Tex:, about 300 miles. 

The Mexican Eagle Petroleum 
Company, which is controlled by 
Lord Cowdray, better known as the 
Pearson interests, is also preparing 
to enter the export field. It will soon 
place a fleet of tank vessels in opera- 
tion between its pipe line terminal 
and European points. At present it 
is handling about 20,000 barrels of 
oll per day from its storage tanks in 
the Potrero del Liano field. This is 
more than sufficient to supply its re- 
finery at Minatitlan, on the isthmus 
of Tehuantepec. The Mexican Eagle 
Petroleum Company recently placed 
an order with a Sharon (Pa.) con- 
cern for fifty steel storage tanks, each 
to be of 65,000-barrel capacity. 
These tanks will be erected at points 
on its pipe line between Tuxpam and 
Tampico. 

As another evidence of the won- 
derful development of the oil indus- 
try in this region, the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Company has let the contract for 
enlarging its paraffine plant to five 
times its present capacity. Extensive 
improvements will also be made by 
the company-to its refinery here. The 
plant is at present handling 5000 
barrels of oll per day. 


OIL LAND LEGISLATION.

This luncheon has been called 
by the Executive Committee of the 
chamber for the purpose of “discuss- 
ing existing laws and proposed legis- 
lation as it affects the disposition of 
our petroleum lands, with a view to 
determining the future policies of the 
organization.” 

This luncheon will probably he the 
first of a series, and it is now antici- 
pated that preliminary plans and de- 
tails as to the operation of the cham- 
ber will be discussed, and necessary 
committees will be appointed, their 
reports being heard and discussed at 
subsequent meetings.

NEAR GUSHER SAND. 

PALMER UNION EXPECTANT. 

The Palmer Union Of] Company ex- 
pects to have a gusher within ten 
days in well No. 1. It ig down 2947 
feet, and has thicker oil sand and 
greater gas pressure than the big 
Palmer gushers which are about 1000 
feet south of it. The gas is forcing 
large quantities of sand up in the 
casing, and this is being removed as 
fast as possible with the bailer. Super- 
intendent Frank Fether, who has had 
long experience with the Cat Canyon 
gushers, is ex the gas to relieve 
the bailer at any moment and itself 
clear out the sand. 

Palmer Union No. 2 has been suc- 
cessfully cemented at 2412 feet, and 
will be finished within sixty days. No. 
3, which is 2003 feet deep, will be 
completed within ninety days. It 
wean be safely asserted that, barring 
accidents, the company will have 
three big wells fowing on its Cat Can- 
yon property in September. 

On its Tapo lease in the light oll 
belt of Ventura county, the lmer 
Union has well No. 1 down 500 feet, 
and is making steady progress. On 
its Midway property the four wells 
that are into the ofl sand have been 
cleaned and the pumps speeded up, 
a large increase in production result- 
ing. No. 6 is 800 feet deep and will 
be finished tn a couple of weeks, when 
the drilling of No. 6 will be com- 
monced. 


VALLECTTOS DISTRICT. 

SEVERAL COMPANIES A 

The Range 16 Company, Valle- 
citos field, is down nearly 1400 feet 
with twelve and one-half-inch casing 
and from a further depth of sixty feet, 
ten-inch casing will be used for fin- 
ishing the well. The hardness of the 
blue shale is increasing, also the 
showing of light oil it contains.

CRUDE OID STATISTICS. 
SAVING OF RAILROADS. 

Some interesting oi! statistics were 
contained in an article recently pub- 
lished in the New York Curb, telling 
of the great saving made by rail- 
roads of the United States that use 
oll as a fuel on locomotives. Seme of 
the facts stated were: 

Oll in the United States is meas- 
—_ in barrels of forty-two gallons 
each. 

The price of ofl in America varies 
from 30 cents per barrel in the Okle- 
homa field to $1.50 per barrel in the 
Pennsylvania field. 

California ofl is of an asphaltum 
base or from 14 to 28 deg. specific 
gravity and sells for from 60 cents 
to $1.25 per barrel, depending on 
gravity and location of wells. 

The Southern Pacific, the Santa Fe 
and the Salt Lake railroads burn oil 
as fuel on their locomotives. The 
present consumption of the Southern 
Pacific alone is over 42,000 barrels 
per day. 

As a fuel, ninety gallons of oll is 
equal to one ton of coal. 

Forty-two thousand barrels equa!

A balance in favor of oil of $109,- 
900 r day, 80 per cent.; 
365 days at $109,900 equals $40,113,- 
600 per annum. 

Harriman once stated that the dif- 
ference in cost to the Southern Pa- 
cific between oil and coal would pay 
the interest of their entire bonded | 
debt and go far toward paying for 
the rolling stock. The Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad never paid a dividend 
on its common stock until it began 
using oll as a fuel. 

As the result of a long series of 
carefully-made tests it has been dem- 
onstrated that a ton of coal will run 
a train 26.7 miles and that a ton of 
oll will run the same train 38.46 miles, 
leaving a balance in favor of oil of 
12.39 miles, or practically 50 per cent. 

An engine tender will carry eight 
tons of coal, which, at the rate of 
26.77 miles per ton, wil. run a train 
213.6 miles; the same tender will 
carry sixteen tons of oll, which, at 
the rate of 38.46 miles per ton, will 
run the same train 615.36 miles, leav- 
ing a balance in favor of oll of 401.76 
miles, or practically 200 per cent.

Bishop. Conaty. 


Great ‘Altar Will Establish 
Record for Size. 


Floats in Subsequent Parade 
Will Be Gorgeous. 


SAN DIEGO, June 10-—The 
usual and unique spectacle of the 
Pope's word being spoken to an im- 
mense congregation outside of «a 
Catholic edifice will be witnessed here 
the morning of July 19. Pontifical 
high mass will be said by Bishop 
Conaty before a temporary altar to 
be 200 feet in width and 100 feet 
deep. . 

- This ceremony will be a curtain 
raiser to the beginning of the ground- 
breaking exercises to mark the first 
work on the exposition buildings. The 
celebration of high mass will be pre- 
ceded by a procession of 200 priests. 
The procession will be from S&t. 
Joseph's Church at Third and Beech 
* streets to the exposition site in Bal- 
| boa Park, where the altar is to be 
erected. 

Bishop Conaty spent Thursday and 
Friday here conferring with the heads 
of the local Catholic societies, which 

bodies will have charge of these exer- 
cises. Bishop Conaty stated he is 
highly pleased with the reports of 
progress. While on a recent visit to 
San Francisco he received encourag- 
ing words from the clergy of that 
city, all of whom are anxious for the 
suceess of San Diego's undertaking 
and the part fn which the Catholic 
societies are to participate. 

According to the plans of the 
Catholic societies, the altar to be 
used for the pontifical mass will be 
the largest ever constructed out of 
doors in the history of California.

Police were 
trying to catch and disarm Aquino 
when Aquino shot twice into the 
crowd. Simica fell with a bullet tn his 
abdomen. Aquino was crrested later 
dnd a charge of murder was placed 
ugainst him at Central Station. 

Strike officials announced tonight 
that a conference had been asked for 
Monday by representatives of eight of 
the firms affected by the strike. Pres- 
ident A. Rosenberg, Local Organizer 
Feit and Attorney Lewis A. Katz will 
meet them. President Rosenberg an- 
nounced that the union stands ready 
to submit the strike questions to an 
arbitration committee, and United 
States Judge William L. Day was sug- 
gested by him as one man who might 
be acceptable to both sides. 

Miss Joséphine Casey took personal 
charge of the picket work at the H. 
Black & Company plant in the fore- 
noon and accosted each of the girls 
as they went to work. Men from in- 
side the factory attempted to interfere 
with the work of the pickets, and a 
call was sent to the Police Station. 
The police on strike duty at the plant 
began to disperse the crowd and when 
the patrol wagon arrived they loaded 
Miss Casey, five other women pickets 
and two of the men pickets into it. 
All of the pickets were released on 
their personal bond, and Miss Casey 
returned to picket duty. In the after- 
noon she addressed the woman's suf- 
frage party of Cleveland, and the or- 
ganization passed resolutions of sym- 
pathy for the women strikers. 

A quiet Sunday was predicted by 
union  leaderd. Instructions were 
given the strikers at all of their shop 
meetings this afternoon to observe 
strictly their holiday and forget all 
about the strike. There will be no 
meetings Sunday.

WILL FIGHT LICENSE PLAN. 


Visalia After a Series of Contests 

Over Liquor Traffic Will Vote Again 

Under New Law. 

VISALIA, June 9.—Not satisfied 
with two defeats within the past four 
months, the saloon men of Visalia are 
going to put before the electors of the 
city once more the question of licens- 
ing saloons To do this, they will take 
advantage of the Wyllie local option 
law, passed by the last Legislature 
and of which Assemblyman Wyllie of 
this county was the father. George 
Birkenhauer, former Supervisor, to- 
day began the circulation of a peti- 
tion asking the City Trustees to call 
a special election at which will be 
submitted the proposition, “Shall! the 
sale of alcoholic liquors be licensed in 
the city of Visalia?” As far as known, 
this is the first time that the local 
option law has been taken advantage 
of in California, either by saloon men 
or we advocates of temperance. 

Visalia has had two strenuous anti- 
saloon fights recently. The first was 
when the former City Trustees called 
a straw-vote election to ascertain the 
sentiment of citizens on this question. 
The result was 659 to 5618, the anti- 
saloon forces being in the majority. 
This election was held on - February 
23. The old Council was at that time 
about to retire from office and took 
no official notice of the result of this 
election. Later, the old Trustees ran 
for re-election on a saloon regular 
ticket and all were defeated by the 
candidates of the Good Government 
League, who were pledged to make 
Visalia a dry town. The latter were 
elected by majorities ranging from 
forty to 150. The new Council has 
passed an ordinance closing out 
Visalia’s saloons on June 30. At the 
meeting of the Council Wednesday 
evening, a request was made by the 
saloomr men that they be allowed to 
continue in business until the first of 
the year. The request was denied. 

A rumor was afloat today that the 
saloon men will attempt ta secure an 
injunction preventing the Trustees 
from putting Into effect the ordinance 
putting them out of business. Good 
Government League attorneys declare 
oe an injunction will never be 
ssued,.

Well, it has been a big week for 


the contestants in The Times

FARMS OF CALIFORNIA. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 


California has 87,670 farms, or 21 
per cent. more than the 72,542 of 
1900, ten years ago. Their tota! 
acreage is 27,883,000, of which 11,380,- 
000 acres are improved. The farms 
average in size 318 acres each, against 
397 acres in 1900, showing that 
smaller-sized farming is becoming 
more popular as the State settles up. 

A census bulletin just issued gives 
the total value of California's farm 
land and buildings in 1910 as $1,448,- 
560,000, as against $707,913,000 in 
1900, an Increase in the ten years of 
$740,647,000 ($83,000,000 more than 
doubled in value,) or 105 per cent. 

The total value of farm iand alone 
in 1910 was $1,315,718,000, as com- 
pared with $630,445,000 in 1900, « 
gain of $685,273,000, or 109 per cent. 

Buildings alone were worth $132,- 
842,000 in 1910, an inmerease of $55,- 
374,000 or 71 per cent. over their 
value ten years previously. 

In 1910 the value of the farm land 
alone constituted 1 per cent. of the 
total value of land and bulidings, as 
compared with 89 per cent. in 1900. 

The reported value in 1910 of farm 
Implements and machinery was $36,- 
393,000, as against $21,312,000 in 1900, 
a gain of $16,081,000 or 71 per cent. 

The tmproved acreage formed 41 
per cent. of the total farm acreage 
both in 1910. 

The average value per acre of Cali- 
fornia’s farm’ land and buildings in 
1910 is-stated as $51.95, as against 
$24.56 tn 1900, a rise in value of $27.39 
per acre, or 112 per cent. 

Farm land alone was worth $27.19 
per acre in 1910, the amount of gain 
per acre being $25.82 or 116 per cent. 

The total number of farms operated 

in Calffornta In 1910 by owners, part 
owners and owners and tenants, com- 
prising the “all-owners” class, was 66,- 
265, as compared with 62,529 in 1900, 
an {crease of 13,736. That speaks well 
for the solidity of the agricultural 
idustry of the State. 
The total number of farms con- 
ducted tn 1910 by cash tenants, share 
tenants and cash-share tenants com- 
prising the “all-tenants” class, was 
18,035, as against 16,760 in 1900, an 
increase of 1276. 

The farms operated by in 
1910 was 3370, or 117 per cent. more 
than in 1900, though still but a smal! | 
prgportion of the total number of 
farms in the state, showing favorable 
as to absentee farm ownership. | 

Of the 66,266 “owned” farms there 
were 39,696, or 60 per cent reported | 
free of incumbrance, and 26,670, or 
40 per cent. mortgaged for varying | 
amounts. 

The expenditure for farm labor in 
1910 reached the great sum of $49,- 
375,000, as compared with $25.845,000 
in 1900, an increased labor outlay last 
year of $23,890,000 (practically §2.. 
000,000 a month,) or 92 per cent.. 
Fertilizers cost $2,132,000 in 1910, 
than in 1900.

BEST USED FOR PICKLING. 


The most perfect fruit on the trees 
is carefully selected and is used for 
pickling. After being thoroughly 
cleansed in running water in revolv- 
ing colanders, the olives are run off 
into vats filled with brine. All manu- 
facturers have their own recipes for 
making brine, and some of them are 
secret, but the general result is about 
the same. While experts claim to be 
able to detect the difference, the or- 
dinary consumer would find it dificult 
to do so. After having remained in 
the liquor for a certain time the olives 
are passed through a separating ap- 
paratus by which they are automati- 
cally graded by sizes. The Httle ones 
drop tirst, and then the next largest, 
and so on. The pans into which they 
drop are carried across to the packing 
room, where rows of nimble-fingered 
girls place them in bottles, which are 
ewiftly filled and laid aside for the 
corkers and labelers. Everything ts 
done, #0 far as possible, by labor-sav- 
ing apparatus, and the rooms and 
tables and jars are sterilized and 
scrupulously clean.

The car was driven across the 
boundary line info the United States 
just after midnight, and after the 
daring auto had crossed a coun- 
try where bands of insurgent socialist 
soldiers are encamped. 

‘ Twenty miles from Cocopah, Mex., 
the pathfinders sighted a campfire. 
The lights of the machine were 
dimmed, and George Purdy Bullerd, 
who is in charge of the expedition, ad- 
vanced on foot. After proceedirg a 
mile a huge desert wild cat disputed the 
road and Bullard returned to the car. 

After waiting, a dash was made for 
the line, and as the E.M.F. approached 
| the campfire was extinguished. 

Bill Lacasse, who was driving, took 
the road leading to the California and 
Mexico Land and Cactle Company's 
ranch-house, which is on the border. 
The immense wooden gaté was not 
locked, and the E.M.F. slipped th 
without being challenged. 

Two minutes after the car had 
crossed the line, the pathfinder party 
was challenged first by a United 
States soldier on sentry duty, and then 
by a tall insurrecto. 

HAVE SLIM CHANCE. 

| ‘The dash across the line had been 
| watched by a captain of the insurrecto 
army whom his friends call Slim. 
Armed with a new Mauser rifle big 
| Slim hailed the car and protested

What would you think of a country where nearly ev- 
ery farmer owns his automobile, where his house is 
lighted by electricity and he has water on tap, where 
scores of families go every year to Southern California 
to get away from the cold, and where you cannot throw 
a stone without striking a man who has money in the 
bank? That, 1 am told at the Department of Agricul- 
ture, is the condition of a half-dozen different districts 
in the Pacific Northwest. 

Take the Hood River Valley, in Oregon, where the 
apples and pumpkins are of about the same size! Or- 
chard land there is worth from $500 to $1000 an acre, and 
orchards already set out will bring $3000 and upward 
per acre. Said one of the department officials to me: 

“I was recently talking with an orchardist who had 
ten acres of bearing trees in one of the best districts 
of Washington. I asked him what his land was worth. 
He replied: 

“It ought to bring me in at least $10,000.’

At that show there were dis- 
plays from thirty-six different districts in Washington, 
Oregon, California, Idaho and Montana, and the apples 
were shown in all sorts of packages, from the carload 
to the box. They sent one trainload of the exhibits

Prices of Wine. 


Well, how cheap is wine in Spain? Let us begin at 
the point of greatest interest where we all may find 
something personal. What is wine worth at retail, by 
the bottle, or for family use by the demijohn or dozen 
bottles? I have before me a price list of a wine mer- 
chant in Madrid where wine is not made and where it 
is therefore dearer than in cities near the wineries 
For a single bottle the wine is 25 to 30 centimos, or 4% 
to 5% cents. Is that cheap enough’? The bottle must 


be returned, as it is worth to the merchant 2 cents. 
Will you have a case of twenty-two quarts sent to your 
domicile and send the bottles hock when

I am dealing 
here with table wines such as the plain people and the 
hidalgos use day by day at their meals.

They are the types of wine produced all through 
Northern California in abundance and which might be 
produced al! through Oregon, Washington and Idaho. 
The climate of north Spain is about the same as in the 
Willamette Valley. Spain has al! varieties of soi] and 
climate, and her vintages embrace wines of all types. 
Let us now look into those which more closely resemble 
the vintages of Southern California and the San Joaquin 
Valley.

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Caring for the Lepers. 
GREAT PHILANTHROPIC WORK BY 
UNCLE SAM IN TILE ORIENT, 

By William L. Altdorfer, 

NE of the most beautiful places in the world is 
() the isiand of Culion, one of the Philippines. It is 

because of its magnificent tropical beauty and its 
peculiarly soothing and healthful climate that Uncle 
Sam has selected it as a suitable location for one of 
the greatest benefits to mankind he has yet undertaken 
in the Orient. 

It is on this island that he has decided to attempt 
the care and cure of the lepers in the Philippine Islands. 
While the island in its virgin beauty was magnificent 
in itself, the many things that Uncle Sam has done 
within the past two years has only served to enhance 
its patura] beauty and to make it one of the most 
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¥ 
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healthful and ideal places for the purpose, not only in 
the Orient, but in the world. 

Here on the island of Culion, hundreds of miles out 
of the beaten track of commerce, is a little colony of 
some 3000 souls, practically a little republic all by it- 
self. They have their own Mayor or Presidente as he 
is called in the Philippines, and councillors, who are 
elected by the colonists, and who meet and pass laws 
for the government of the island. They have a police 
force made up of their own people to enforce these 
laws, and offenders are haled before the Mayor and pun- 
ished for any infraction of the law. 

In addition to the Presidente and councillors with 
their backers, the police force, they have a municipal 
band of forty pieces. This band is the pride of the 
colony. Every evening the band assembles on the 
Luneta—similar to a public waterside park in this 
country—when the people all gather around or stroll 
about to the strains of the excellent band music. 

To any one who has see.. poor outcasts begging 
on the streets all through the Orient, or driven half- 
paked from the towns and obliged to inhabit inaccess- 
ible places and eke out a wretched existence as best 
they may, it is a positive pleasure to see them com- 
fortably housed, well fed, well clothed, and leading a 
pormal and happy existence. They are free to come 
and go as they will. They bathe and fish in the sea and 


enjoy privileges of which tuey have heretofore hardly 
dreamed. 

For the past several hundred years the care of those 
who were unfortunate enough to contract leprosy has 
received considerable attention in the Philippines, but 
the work was more or less of a charitable nature, and 


It was with this purpose in view that almost at the 
inception of the present civil government in the islands, 
plans were made to set aside an island for this pur- 
pose, but it was not until 1906 that the plans had ad- 
vanced sufficiently so a siart could be made toward as- 
sembling the patients at Culion. | 

The colony now consists of about 700 new nipa 
houses, each of which is large enough to accommodate 
from five to seven patients. These houses have been 
built on regular street lines, so that a regular and beau- 
tifully-laid-out town has resulted. The site of the town 
is located on the highest point of the island, which 
slopes in nearly all directions to the sea, the highest 
portions being about 150 feet above sea level. 

An immense reservoir is located at a height of more 
than 230 feet above sea level, and clear, pure water 
from a large spring is pumped up to it by a gasoline 
water pump. From there the. water flows to all parts 
oi the new town through a system of pipes which has 
just been completed. A complete sewerage system has 
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been installed. In fact, the place has been made as 
complete and up-to-date as any of our large cities in 
this country. 

The old town of Culion, founded by the Spanish away 
back in the seventeenth century, still contains a large 
number of good houses which were purchased from for- 
mer residents by the government. These buildings 
were converted into a _ presidencia, or Town Hall, 
and also as places of residence for the Presi- 
dente and consejales or councillors. There is a 
magnificent old stone church, a relic-of the six- 
teenth century, still in good repair, which is used by 
the colonists for religious worship. 

Last year Uncle Sam built a new hospital at Culion. 
This building is one of the most complete of its kind in 
the world. It is about 230 feet long and was con- 
structed as a double hospital, a wing for each sex, with 
all of the latest ideas in the way of operating-rooms, 
sterilizing-rooms, kitchens and baths. 

A tenement-house is another new idea for the com- 
fort of the patients on the island. This house is about 
75 feet long by 30 feet wide, and is made entirely of 
concrete. It was built for the care of those patients 
unable to get around. 

The great majority of the members of the colony are 
able and willing to work, so Uncle Sam tried the ex- 
periment of furnishing them with small plots of ground 
for gardens, one or two farm animals and agricultural 
tools, with the hope that the place would eventually 
kecome self-supporting. The patients took to the idea 
at once, and now small farms dot the landscape in all 
directions, giving the appearance not of a charity col- 
ony, but of a prosperous, well-fed, farming community.

San Juan is the rendezvous for the Americans, and 
so we brush elbows with about as many of our own 
countrymen as of natives. Fort San Cristobal is an- 
other historic point of interest, built by the Spaniards in 
1639 and preserved by the Americans asa relic of 
the past. And it is well deserving of preservation with 
its grewsome passageways and moss-grown stair 
flights. We went all through the old place. In some 
parts by candlelight and again by the faint streak of 
day which glimmered through-the ancient walls of the 
dark subways. We would no sooner pass through one 
and skip down some quaint old stairway than we would 
be confronted by another tunnel-like opening, each 
one arousing our curiosity more and more and seem- 
ingly leading us into the very bowels of the earth. We 
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was slightly damaged, and the scar remains just as it 
was made some thirteen years ago. Its haunted sentry 
box is an interesting little place. Here, an old legend 
has it that a sentinel stood guard one night when the 
devil appeared to him, and the next morning the senti- 
nel did not report, nor has he been heard of since. The 
Spaniards named it “La garita del diablo” (the devil's 
garret,) but it has in late years been popularly known 
as the “haunted sentry box.” Morro Castle is now 
used as quarters for a company of the Porto Rico regi- 
ment, and it is also the San Juan lighthouse. 

A glimpse at’ San Juan Harbor from the steamer 
shows us that the old city shuts in the harbor on the 
north side, and is built upon a small independent island. 
Its Marina is inviting, but the narrow streets givé one 
a suffocated feeling just for the moment. Here are heat 
and noise and confusion; here is a unique mixture of 
things Spanish and things American, of conditions old 
and conditions new. A_ fine American trolley line 
spins in and about the little capital, but the width of 
the car line and the narrowness of the streets make a 
striking contrast. Moving vans seem to be unknown, 
for men trudge the streets with heavy trunks upon 
their heads, and it is nothing unusual to see three or 
four peons carrying a heavy piece of furniture from one 
side of the city to the other, yet automobiles of every 
description whiz about in uncommon number.

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Baking the War Bread. 


LESSONS IN THE ART LEARNED AT 
SAN ANTONIO MANEUVERS, 


By Rene Bache. 


HE recent “maneuvers” in Texas, if they should 
T have no other usefulness, will at least have yielded 

some knowledge of great value in regard to meth- 

ods of furnishing our army with supplies of bread while 
in the field. This was a problem which had not hith- 
erto been satisfactorily solved. — 
The War Department, however, has taken advantage 
os of the opportunity to make the most practical kind of 
; experiments with apparatus of a wholly novel charac- 
ter for the making of “war bread” in immense quanti- 
ties for a great many thousands of soldiers living and 
subsisting under actual service conditions—the most 


is known as the “rolling oven’’—that is to say, a sort of 
bakery on wheels. 

When possible, bread is supplied fresh to troops 
every day. But this is not practicable when an army 
is engaged in active service in the field. Whence the 
necessity of a “war bread,” which shal] remain appetiz- 
ing and palatable for at least a week. The “war bread” 
furnished to our own soldiers in Texas during the re- 
cent “maneuvers” remains in satisfactory condition for 
from ten days to two weeks, or even longer, depending 
upon the weather. The dryer the atmosphere, the 
longer and better it keeps. 

This “war bread,” developed by our own army bakers, 


_jand otherwise known as “field bread,” may be described 


as a type of fresh bread with a very fine cellular struc- 
ture and a thick crust. Being of dense consistency, it 
stands transportation well, and the thick crust helps its 
keeping quality. Experience has shown that the less 
moisture there is in bread, the longer it will keep, and 
hence it is that the loaves, after baking, are dried for 
several hours on skeleton racks. 
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ing an oven of peculiar pattern, invented jointly by an 
officer, Capt. Lucius R. Holbrook, and a sergeant, Pat- 
rick Dunne. 

One of these ovens can produce “war bread” for 1700 
men, or at a pinch for more than 3000. It\is made of 
sheet iron, with a double coat and asbestos between 
for insulation (to economize heat,) and can be put to- 
gether and set up in twenty-two minutes by the watch, 
including the digging of a square hole in the ground, 
over which it stands when in use. The hole is to con- 
tain the fire. 

The affair, only about four feet high, is, strictly 
speaking, three ovens, one above another—an impor- 
tant feature of the contrivance being the flue, carrying 
hot air, which twists back and forth beneath and around 
the individual ovens in such a way that all three re- 
ceive an equal amount of heat. When the hot air has 
been thus economically used, it escapes, with the 
smoke, through a chimney pipe. 

The apparatus described can be taken to pieces in a 
few moments, and loaded upon a single wagon, together 
with all of the supplementary furniture, including tubs 
for mixing dough, a long table for kneading (with its 
trestles,) a dozen metal buckets for incidental employ- 
ment, and an arrangement of collapsible shelves, like- 
wise of metal, for drying loaves—this last being a 
rather particular feature of the manufacture of “war 
bread.” 

If it be true, as has often been said, that an army 
“travels on its stomach,” it must be admitted that bread 
is the chief essential to its welfare. Hence it is that 
the various European governments, especially Germany 
and France, have made great efforts during recent years 
to develop and systematize methods whereby good bread 
and plenty of it shall be supplied, as fresh as possible, 
to troops in the field. With this idea in view, socalled 
“field bakeries” have been evolved on various plans, the 
latest German contrivance for the purpose being what 
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It is not intended that the field bakeries shall follow 
close on the heels of troops on the march. They are 
to be operated at the nearest convenient base, the “war 
bread” being forwarded in wagons. Twelve of the new 
ovens compose what is called a “divisional bakery,” and 
are capable of turning out all of the bread required for 
a full army division of 20,000 men. Such a divisional 
bakery has been doing duty during the recent military 
movements in Texas, and its work has been satisfactory 
in the highest degree. : 

A single oven in twelve hours will turn out seven 
batches of bread, of 216 pounds each, or a total of 
1512 pounds. This, however, is only the normal out- 
put. Under emergency conditions two shifts of bakers 
can be used, a day shift and a night shift, so as to 
double the product. Each oven, with its appurtenances 
aforementioned, is a complete “bakery unit,” and, oper- 
ated only in the daytime, can turn ut more than 
enough bread for any regiment of war strength, less 
than one pound for each man being usually enough. 
Indeed, the ordinary consumption is at the rate of about 
three-quarters of a pound for each soldier. 

Mention has been made already of the “rolling oven” 
used by the German army. It is nothing more nor less 
than a huge oven on wheels, with a lower compart- 
ment into which the fuel is put. The contrivance is 
fairly satisfactory, but cumbersome, and impossible to 
take apart. One of the greatest advantages of our 
new military oven lies in its “knock-down” character, 
the whole affair being so light and easily transportable. 
To be able to carry the entire baking outfit for a divi- 
sion of 20,000 men on a dozen ordinary wagons—to pull 
it to pieces in a few minutes, and set it up offhand in 
another place, many miles away, perhaps—is a most im- 
portant and obvious advantage.

“ON THE CARPET.” 

The primary use of carpets in Europe was to cover 
tables. The first of these so-called carpets were em- 
broidered—not woven—fabrics, and were made in 
French cloisters about a thousand years ago. The 
manufacture of carpets in Europe did not begin until 
the reign of Henry IV of France. In England the in- 
dustry was established about 1750 by a French artisan 
who, being at odds with his own country, fled thither. 

Carpet-making, as a modern industry, was first de- 
veloped in France. That country had large factories 
and a monopoly in Europe of the art of carpet weaving 
when a rush-strewn floor was the rule even in the royal 
palaces of Britain. But the Edict of Nantes, that great 
disperser of French artisans and artistry, caused many 
of the carpet craftsmen to cross the channel. They 
settled at Bristol, Axminster, and other places in the 
southwest of England.

True it is, that many spring beauties are 
“faded and gone,” but they were “flowers of a day” com- 
paratively. Those requiring a season of maturity and 
greater heat usually take on the brightest hues and re- 
main longer with us.

EX PERIMENT AND PRACTICE. 
DRY HOPPER FEEDING AND EGG-PRO- 
DUCTION DISCUSSED. | 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg.

| tion, “Does Dry-hopper Feeding Lead to the High- 

est Egg Production?” Joseph Guidinger, one of the 
most advanced poultry breeders in Los Angeles 
county, gives some suggestions and conclusions based 
on personal experiences and careful observation: 

“I note your encomiums on dry-hopper feeding 
method as practiced in this State, and also the sum- 
mary of results of an experiment by the Virginia Exper- 
iment Station, reported in Bulletin 120, which does not 
of itself prove that the hopper system is the best way 
to feed, but only proves that it is better than the wet- 
mash system it was compared with. If my memory 
serves me right, it was through the poultry literature so 
generously distributed by the Maine Experiment Sta- 
tion that this dry-hopper feeding system came into wide 
use, and its popular approval is probably mostly due 
to the fact that it apparently saves some labor. Now, 
in this connection it is also of more than passing inter- 
est to know that it is the Maine Experiment Station 
that has made some very extensive experiments and 
studies on the particular subject of egg production, 
which were considered of sufficient importance to be 
published in minute detail by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Bulletin 110, Parts I and II.

The Fowl! Tick.

£190,000 are exported, so that the value of all poultry 
products amounts to £8,265,831, as against £3,857,008 
in the year 1899. In spite of the increasing export and

which operation is repeated®a second time, when the 
adult tick emerges. After engorgement and mating, 
the deposition of eggs takes place, the female attaches 
to the host and fills with blood, secretes itself, again 
deposits eggs, which may be repeated as many as six 
times. 

This pest is nocturnal in its habits; it is also a “tough 
customer.” The writer kept a specimen fully three 
months, when it still showed motion; the government 
entomologist reports instances of it being kept alive

dozen railroad men -upon the subject of the in- 
creased minimum load for deciduous fruits. Some 
weeks ago the transcontinental dines announced that 
they would reduce the freight rates on deciduous fruits 
to Chicago and eastern points, to $1.15 per hundred. 
At the same time the roads increased the carload by 
2000 pounds, making it 26,000 pounds instead of 24,000. 
At first the growers were inclined to rejoice at the con- 
cession, but upon more careful consideration they con- 
cluded that the concession with its conditions did not 
amount to much in the proper marketing of their fruits. 
And so they met at Lodi to thresh it out in public. The 
decision of the meeting was to take the controversy to

could not be restored to its former heft. 

Nearly the whole range otf railroading as it affected 
fruit growing and fruit growing as it affected railroad- 
ing, was covered in ‘he discussion.

Mrs. Teats devotes much space to the subject of the 
liquor question. It is true that liquor inflames the 
blood, but it does not do one-tenth part of the harm in 
over-stimulating the sexual functions done by improper 
foods. 

The author refers to the American Indians, among 
whom the women are—or were—set apart at certain 
periods of their life. It is true that many races to 
whom we contemptuously refer as “savages” or 
“heathen” respect their wives during the time of preg- 
nancy, and sometimes during lactation, as also, with 
rare exceptions, do the animals. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that, first, these people lead natural 
lives, eating to live, and not living to eat, and secondly, 
that most of them are polygamous, which makes quite 
a decided difference. 

The author refers to two booklets on this subject that 
may be helpful to the mother in teaching important 
‘knowledge to her children. These are “Teaching the 
Truth,” by Dr. Mary Wood Allen, and “The False

As the title indicates, Mrs. Teats’s arguments are al- 
most entirely founded on the Bible. It would have 
been more convincing had she based her arguments on 
scientific grounds, for you may prove almost anything 
by the Bible, including some things that are by no 
means scientific. 

In this book, as in almost all others that the editor 
has read on the subject, the all-important question of 
the chief cause of sexual excesses is entirely ignored. 
This cause is wrong diet—the overeating of foods that 
contain an excess of phosphates, that over-stimulate 
the nerves, especially the sexual organs. To expect a 
young man in wigorovs health to be chaste, while feed- 
ing in this manner, is as absurd as it would be to ex-

pect a stove not to burn while you are continually add. | 


ing fuel to it. Writers do not touch on this subject, 


because they do not understand it. They need educa-— 
tion just as much as those-whom they undertake to 


teach.

Then, after it is 
born, the infant is constantly fed too much, and in 
early life children are given eggs and meat, and other 
foods which over-excite the sexual functions.

“No more convincing and impressive example of the 
value of the employment of animals in the elucidation 
of a serious and baffling disease could be cited 
than the experiments from which accurate knowledge 
oi infantile paralysis had been obtained.” 

That is to say, thousands upon thousands of. unfortu. 
nate animals have been horribly tortured that the doc- 
tors May fine out they are utterly unable to cure this 
disease, and that the only remedy lies in prevention— 
that is to say, in hygienic measures. 

Was ever a greater instance of medical folly? 

Nor will the doctor ever succeed in preventing infan- 
tile paralysis, or any other disease by means. of expert- 
ments conducted upon animals. Here is a letter from 
Charles E. Page, M.D., of Boston, publishe? ip Life:

ITTLE do ye know your own blessedness; for to 
travel hopefully is a better thing than to arrive, and 
the true success is to labor —[Robert Louis Stevenson. 
Of late years Americans have been taught to wor- 
ship success. It has been held up to the growing gener- 
ation as the highest ideal of life. A flourishing monthly 
magazine bears that title. 

Now, there are worse things than to be unsuccess- 
ful, as, for instance, to be heartless, and selfish, and 
' cruel. Many of the best men who ever lived were un- 
successful in the eyes of the world—that is to aay, 
they did not achieve great wealth or power. 

This worship of success, as success, may easily be 
carried to extremes. It may even result in encourag- 
ing immorality and crime. Of late there has been no. 
ticeably a slight tendency toward a reversion from 
this worship of success. For instance, there was re- 
cently reported in The Times an eloquent and forceful 
appeal delivered at a meeting of the Los Angeles 
Baptist Mission Society in this city by Dr. W. H. 
Geistweit, pastor of the First Baptist Church of San 
Diego. Among other things he said: 

“There is one thing I want to rebuke this Pacific 
Coast for. I have heard it morning, noon and night, 
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until it has almost made my blood freeze. It is the 
endless talk of ‘making good.’ It comes to me when I 
|, Open my eyes in the morning and all day long I hear it. 

“What do you mean by ‘making good” These words 
will send more young men to the penitentiary than any- 
thing I know of.
